Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  render  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1958. 


This  year  has  been  the  first  complete  year  with  a new  Clerk 
to  the  Council  and  a new  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector.  Mr. 
Powell  was  here  under  Mr.  Drakes  as  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  as  was  Mr.  Kerley.  May  I say  how  nobly  they  have, 
together  with  Mr.  Crowle,  shouldered  their  many  arduous  tasks. 
Moreover  your  Public  Health  Staff,  including  myself,  have  found 
our  new  Clerk  to  be  most  kind  and  helpful  in  all  our  contacts 
with  him.  I am  sure  that  the  combination  will  work  well  in  the 
future . 

This  past  year  has  seen  some  very  big  and  important  schemes 
advancing  towards  a satisfactory  conclusion  whilst  others  have 
been  advancing,  but  perhaps  more  slowly,  I refer  to  the  Paulton 
Sewerage  Scheme  and  the  Mendip  Water  Supply  Scheme,  both  urgently 
needed.  In  addition  the  Sewerage  Schemes  for  Bishop  Sutton  and 
also  for  Chew  Magna  are  moving  forward  but  no  work  has  actually 
started.  Both  are  urgently  needed. 

The  health  of  the  Community  has  been  good.  We  have  had' very 
little  serious  epidemic  disease.  The  birth  rate  remains  more  or 
less  static.  I regret  that  the  death  rate  has  risen  as  has  the 
total  number  of  deaths, 

I must  mention  One  Nuisance  - Plies  at  Bishop  Sutton. 

Through  the  summer  months  there  have  been  loud  and  justifiable 
complaints  from  the  Parishioners  of  clouds  of  minute  flies  infest- 
ing the  village  and  its  approaches,  getting  into  the  houses  and 
ruining  food,  obscuring  windows  of  dwellings  and  almost  com- 
pletely blocking  the  vision  throu^  motor  car  screens.  It  is  su- 
ggested that  these  flies  originate  from  the  Chew  Valley  Lake, 
and  its  margins.  A meeting  was  held  at  Bishop  Sutton  one  evening 
at  which  The  Clerk,  myself  and  Mr.  Powell  met  the  Parish  Council. 
Mr.  Melvin  kindly  attended  on  behalf  of  the  Bristol  Waterworks 
Company.  A lengthy  discussion  took  place  at  which  it  became 
evident  that  the  Bristol  Vi/aterworks  Company  had  made  extensive 
researches  into  the  type  of  fly,  its  origin  and  habits,  and  more- 
over its  extermination.  A Member  of  the  Bristol  Vifaterworks  Team 
shewed  some  beautiful  specimens  of  the  flies  and  their  relatives. 

Mr.  Melvin  explained  to  us  what  had  been  tried  in  the  way 
of  remedial  measures  and  promised  that  the  Bristol  Waterworks 
would  do  all  in  their  power  to  find  some  method  of  dealing  with 
the  nuisance.  In  fact  they  did  subsequently  test  out  certain 
suggestions,  i . e . pov/erful  lights,  to  attract  the  hordes  of  flies 
but  without  much  success. 
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The  result  of  the  meeting  really  boiled  down  to  the  fact 
that  so  far  there  is  no  known  method  of  dealing  with  this  type 
of  infestation,  but  that  any  and  all  of  the  bodies  represented 
were  game  to  try  out  any  reasonable  suggestion.  It  is  only  fair 
to  say  that  this  nuisance  is  seasonal  and  may  occur  at  any  time 
between  May  and  September  if  weather  conditions  are  suitable.

An  increase  of  almost  100  over  last  year  which  is  accounted 
for  by  an  increase  of  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  of  102 
over  the  same  period  of  1957. 
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otherwise  the  year  was  uneventful  except  for  a small  scare 
of  Poliomyelitis  which  was  effectively  controlled  hy  the  prompt 
action  of  the  General  Practitioner  assisted  by  your  Public 
Health  Staff. 

Diphtheria  Immunization 

The  method  remains  the  same  as  in  the  past.  For  children  up 
to  5 years  of  age  the  injections  are  given  either  by  the  Private 
Doctor  or  at  the  V/elfare  Clinics.  After  5 years  of  age  they  are 
given  by  the  School  Doctor  at  the  school  but  only  with  the  consent 
of  the  parent . 

A vaccine  protecting  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus  oan,  and  frequently  is,  given  as  a combined  dose  at  one 
time,  or  each  type  can  be  given  separately. 

Although  Diphtheria  has  been  praoti sally  eliminated  from  the 
possible  scourges  of  mankind  I still  think  that  far  too  many 
children  are  not  protected  at  all.  The  same  thing  applies  in 
relation  to  Vaccination  against  Small  Pox  to  an  even  greater 
degree . 

For  instance,  although  there  were  270  live  births  in  Glutton 
Rural  District  area  during  1958  only  123  children  under  1 year  of 
age  completed  a coirrse  of  Diphtheria  Immunization.  In  1957  out 
of  257  live  births  144  children  under  1 year  were  similarly 
treated.  During  1958  only  a further  54  children  up  to  the  age  of 
5 years  received  a Primary  Course  of  Injections.  And  so  you  will 
see  that  out  of  an  average  total  births  of  250  per  year  only  some 
170  odd  attain  protection  even  after  five  years!! 

The  total  number  of  ohildren  Immunized  in  the  Glutton 
District  from  Birth  to  14  years  during  1958  was  178.  Reinforcing 
or  third  Injections  given  totalled  122. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  supplied  me  with 
the  afore-mentioned  figures.  The  deductions  are  my  own.  He 
has  also  supplied  additional  figures  of  Children  Immunized 
against  V/hooping  Cough  either  combined  with  Diphtheria  or 
separately  - the  total  for  1958  is  134. 

In  comparison  with  the  figures  for  the  16  Rural  Districts  in 
Somerset,  Clutton  ranks  tenth. 

Vaccination  against  Small  Pox 

I have  no  figures  for  the  past  year.  There  is  a definite 
increase  in  the  number  of  adults  seeking  re-vaccination  before 
Jimmigration  or  holidaying  abroad.  International  Certificates  of 
Vaccination  appear  to  be  in  great  demand.  As  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  I have  rubber  stamped  and  signed  a great  number 
on  your  behalf. 

Poliom-^relitis  (Vaccination) 

A supply  of  Vaccine  (Chiefly  Salk)  has  been  made  available 
to  General  Practitioners  on  request,  and  a good  start  has  been 
made  during  the  year  v/ith  the  protection  of  young  children, 
expectant  Mothers  and  certain  selected  groups  of  persons  likely 
to  come  in  contact  with  actual  cases  such  as  Nurses,  Orderlies, 
Doctors,  and  Members  of  Sanitary  Staffs, 
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It  is  proposed  to  include  older  age  groups  in  the  scheme 
from  time  to  time  as  fast  as  the  work  can  be  done  and  as  adequate 
supplies  of  Vaccine  become  available. 

The  course  is  composed  of  two  injections  of  Vaccine  at  'three 
weekly  intervals,  followed  seven  months  later  by  a third  or 
bolstering  dose. 

I have  no  figures  of  the  number  so  far  completed.  The 
schem.e  is  under  the  Control  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  who  supplies  the  vaccine  to  General  Practitioners  in 
batches  on  request. 

The  Vaccine  has  to  be  kept  in  a Refrigerator. 

The  County  School  Medical  Officers  have  also  been  vaccinating 
children  at  the  Schools. 

The  parents  have  the  choice  of  v^here  they  want  their 
children  vaccinated,  either  by  the  General  Practitioner  or  the 
School  Poctor. 

Application  need  no  longer  be  made  to  Taunton  but  direct  to 
the  Patient  's  ovm  Doctor.  It  involves  a certain  amount  of  form 
filling,  but  that  appears  to  be  inevitable  in  these  days.

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT  1946 
LOCAL  HEALTH  SERVICES  UNDER  PART  III 

CARE  OF  EXPECTANT  MOTHERS 
AND  NURSING  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 

Is  controlled  by  the  County  Council,  the  work  is  done 
through  the  patient's  ovm.  Doctor  and  the  District  Nurse,  Ante- 
natal work  is  carried  out  by  them  or  at  ante-natal  clinics 
generally  situated  in  the  local  available  hospitals.  Patients 
are  encouraged  to  report  to  one  or  both  in  the  early  months,  in 
order  that  these  preliminary  examinations  can  be  executed  and  con- 
ducted at  regular  intervals. 

Patients  can  have  their  babies  either  at  home  or  in  a 
hospital,  in  the  former  case  being  attended  by  their  own  nurse 
and  doctor.  They  remain  under  their  care  for  six  weeks,  or  more 
if  needed. 

In  many  areas  there  are  Y/elfare  Clinics  to  continue  the 
health  supervision  of  the  child  until  it  is  five  years  of  age  and 
starts  school.  In  addition,  the  mother  and  child  are  visited  at 
intervals  by  their  District  Nurse  who  can  summon  the. Doctor  when 
needed.  The  scheme  works  extremely  v/ell  and  there  has  been  no 
need  for  modifications  since  its  inception  in  1948. 

HEALTH  VISITING  is  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Council  and 
is  done  by  Nurses  on  the  County  Staff.  They  appear  to  visit  all 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  cases  of  bad  housing  conditions  with  or 
v/ithout  over-crowding.  The  result  is  frequently  a letter  to  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  demanding  a Council  House  for  the 
householder. 
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HOIiilii  NURSING  SERVICE  - conducted  by  the  District  Nurses. 

No  special  staff  in  this  area. 

VACCINATION  AND  lUVIUNIZATION  are  carried  out  by  the  General 
Practitioners  Linder  a scheme  supervised  by  the  County  Council. 
Children  up  to  5 years  of  age  can  be  Immunized  against  Diphtheria 
by  their  own  Doctor.  This  involves  2 injections  at  intervals  of 
4 weeks  of  A.P.T.  supplied  by  the  County  Authority.  Prom  5 to 
14  years  whilst  the  child  is  at  school  a further  bolstering  dose 
is  given  by  the  County  School  Medical  Officer  when  visiting  the 
School . 

The  servioe  has  almost  eliminated  Diphtheria  from  the  List 
of  Infectious  Diseases.  I cannot  remember  when  I last  saw  a case 
and  the  figures  for  the  whole  Country  are  a magnificent  testinony 
to  the  efficiency  of  "Preventive  Medicine", 

Vaccination  is  available  to  all  persons  of  all  ages  by  their 
ov/n  Doctor  under  a County  Council  Scheme.  Payment  for  both 
services  to  the  Doctor  is  by  the  Somerset  County  Council. 

I regret  to  say  that  in  my  experience  Vaccination  is  not 
used  as  thoroughly  as  it  should  be , 

AIVIBULANCE  SERVICE  including  the  provision  of  free  transport 
for  those  unable  to  travel  by  public  transport.  The  service  is 
excellent  and  a great  boon  to  the  sick  and  injured.  The  Staffs 
are  unfailingly  prompt  and  helpful  and  a special  word  of  thanks 
is  due  to  them  for  the  excellent  work  they  do  and  the  way  they 
do  it . 


DOLlEiSTIC  HELP  SERVICE.  In  this  District  it  is  run  by  the 
WcV.S,  It  is  of  great  assistance  to  the  sick  and  aged  sick. 
Unfortunately  the  supply  of  Helps  is  not  large;  I wish  it  could 
be  augmented,  for  the  work  they  do  is  badly  needed  and  greatly 
appre  elected . 

INSTITUTIONAL  ACCOfMODATION  FOR  THE  AGED  SICK.  I am  glad 
to  report  that  during  the  past  year  the  conditions  appear  to 
have  improved,  I personally  have  had  better  luck  in  obtaining 
admission  for  my  own  cases.  I knov^^  of  no  additional  accommoda- 
tion being  available  and  I wonder  if  another  year  of  more  ill- 
ness will  resuscitate  the  bed  shortage  onoe  again. 


SECTION  D 


WATER  SUPPLY 

During  1958  was  more  than  adequate;  probably  helped  by  the 
wet  summer . 

The  Pitt  Farm  Springs  have  not  been  very  satisfactory  as  to 
quality  due  to  pollution  at  source  from  Farm  Animals.  A great 
deal  of  attention  has  been  given  to  them  and  the  purity  watched 
very  carefully. 

SETTSPU-iGE.  The  Paulton  Scheme  is  well  in  hand  and  it  is  only  a 
matter  of  time  before  Paulton  will  at  last  have  a really  efficient 
means  of  Sewage  Disposal.  Then  and  then  only  can  building  in  a 
big  v/ay  really  get  going. 
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The  Chew  Magna  and  Bishop  Sutton  Schemes  are  on  paper  and 
awaiting  final  approval  by  the  Ministry. 

There  has  been  some  disappointment  in  Chew  Stoke  that  they 
have  not  been  included  in  the  present  scheme.  They  certainly 
need  a sewerage  scheme  badly  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  their 
turn  will  not  be  long  delayed. 


SECTION  E 


HOUSING 


For  full  details  of  the  work  in  this  connection  I refer  you 
to  the  report  of  your  Inspector. 

There  would  appear  to  be  still  a demand  for  more  Council 
Houses . 

No  sooner  is  there  a rumour  that  one  is  to  be  vacated  than 
I become  inundated  with  letters  and  personal  visits  from  persons 
thinking  that  they  should  be  immediately  granted  the  tenancy. 

I make  no  promises  but  I do  submit  all  letters  to  your  Clerk 
for  filing,  and  invariably  advise  a visit  to  All  the  District 
Councillors  of  the  Parish  concerned. 

I find  the  District  Councillors  seem  to  have  hit  on  the  same 
idea  and  refer  the  people  to  ICE!  I 

Your  Inspectors  have  put  in  a lot  of  work  on  Slum  Clearance 
and  with  them  I have  visited  a number  of  derelict  or  near-dere- 
lict properties  before  making  Representations  to  your  Council 
for  Closure  Notices  to  be  made  etc.  It  is  an  extremely  difficult 
problem  but  your  District  still  contains  a lot  of  houses  which 
should  and  could  be  dealt  with  under  this  heading. 

The  completion  of  the  Council  Houses  and  Bungalows  at 
Stanton  Drew  has  been  a boon  to  the  village.  It  is  a lovely  site 
and  the  houses  themselves  are  excellent,  but  why  Oh  why  put  the 
bungalows  for  old  people  at  the  top  of  a steep  hill  with  a steep 
path  from  the  front  gate  to  the  house  and  no  method  of  approaching 
the  back  of  the  house  except  round  the  side.  And  does  a widow  of 
over  sixty  or  over  seventy  years  need  such  a large  garden  with  a 
layer  of  subsoil  spread  all  over  the  surface!!!

Slaughterhouses  are  regularly 
inspected  and  maintained  at  as  high  a level  of  efficiency  and 
cleanliness  as  possible.  There  are  no  new  ones  in  the  area, 

A very  high  percentage  of  all  mea-t  killed  in  the  District 
is  inspected  before  being  sold  for  human  consumption  - for 
numbers  of  and  types  of  carcases  and  figures  of  meat  condemned  I 
refer  you  to  the  report  of  your  Inspector, 

I think  the  Inspector  would  like  me  to  say  that  he  has 
received  a great  deal  of  co-operation  from  the  Butchery  Trade, 
and  that  friendly  relations  do  exist  between  the  two  parties  - 
Butchers  and  Inspectors.

The  total  n-umber  of  Deaths  has  risen  above  1957  by  40, 

Last  year  I drew  attention  to  the  alarming  proportion  of 
deaths  from  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Diseases  of  the  Heart,  In 
1957  these  v/ere  95?  this  year  119?  i«e.  54.85^  of  All  Des^ths. 

^.vhereas  Cancer  in  all  its  forms  accounted  for  only  36 
deaths  of  16 . 5?^ 

The  figure  of  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  or  Bronchus 
has  risen  from  4 to  9.  Is  this  due  to  smoking  or  to  better 
Diagnosis  of  Lung  complaints? 

You  'will  see  that  the  Deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases  are 
extremely  lov/  - two  from  Tuberculosis  and  one  other  only. 

The  increase  in  the  total  number  of  deaths  is  probably  due 
to  an  ageing  population  which  is  confirmed,  in  my  opinion,  by  the 
high  number  of  deaths  mentioned  above  due  to  Hoart  Disease  etc. 
which  after  all  is  a condition  affecting  those  over  middle  age. 
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Infant  Mortality  Rate  per  1,000  Live  Births  Legitimate  is  15.15 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  per  1,000  Live  Births  Illegitimate  is  Nil 

Neo  Natal  (1st  1-4  weeks)  Mortality  Rate  per 

1,000  Live  Births  is  10.48 

Illegitimate  Live  Births  ^ of  total  Live  hirths  is  2,22 

Maternal  Leaths  (including  Abortion)  is  Nil

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  second  Annual  Report  and 
Summary  of  the  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  area. 

The  work  carried  out  in  the  Health  Department  during  the 
year  ended  31st  Decemher,  1958,  is  detailed  under  the  various 
suhject  Headings  which  follow 


WATER  SUPPLY 


(l)  Distribution  and  Maintenance 

During  the  year  under  review  the  number  of  domestic  consumers 
increased  by  71  and  metered  supplies  by  21,  One  well  was  closed 
and  one  other  unsatisfactory  private  supply  abandoned  in  favour 
of  mains  water. 

Mains  extensions  completed  during  the  year  weres-

Mendip  Mains  Scheme  to  provide  over  eleven  miles  of  distribu- 
tion mains  in  this  area  commenced  during  August,  and  work  was 
proceeding  smoothly  and  ahead  of  schedule  at  the  end  of  the  year, 

(2)  Sources,  plant  and  consumption 

Consumption  showed  the  usual  steady  increase  but  as  rainfall 
was  above  average  it  was  unnecessary  to  augment  the  Downside  and 
Harptree  supplies  from  other  sources  except  those  which  are 
normally  taken. 

The  emergency  main  at  East  Harptree  was  not  brought  into  use. 

The  Pitts  Harm  Springs  proved  neither  reliable  in  quality  or 
quantity  during  the  year  and,  although  certain  remedial  works 
v/ere  carried  out  at  the  Spring  heads,  pollution  from  surface 
water  during  wet  wea^ther  cannot  be  entirely  eliminated. 
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Your  pumping  station  and  equipment  have  been  regularly 
maintained  during  the  year  and  were  cora.paratively  trouble  free. 

(3)  Rainfall  and  Quality 

The  rainfall  for  the  year,  as  recorded  at  Townsend  Pumping 
Station,  East  Harptree,  v;as  43*63  inches  as  compared  with  40.64 
inches  for  1957* 

All  water  is  chlorinated  before  distribution  and  is  regularly 
bacteriologically  sampled.  All  such  samples  taken  after 
chlorination  were  satisfactory.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Your  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  have  again  been  well 
maintained.  The  larger  works  continue  to  produce  satisfactory 
effluents,  but  again  many  of  the  smaller  works  which  are  obsolete 
and  overloaded  have  failed  to  do  so.  Small  improvements  have 
been  carried  out  to  a number  of  these  works  during  the  year  in  an 
attempt  to  improve  the  situation. 

Connections  to  the  public  sewers  in  Earmborough  proceeded 
at  a steady  rate,  but  it  is  likely  that  some  pressure  will  have 
to  be  brought  to  ensure  that  as  many  properties  as  is  possible 
are  eventually  connected  to  the  sev/ers. 

Once  again  the  Council  placed  a contract  for  the  emptying 
of  the  septic  tanks  on  their  various  housing  estates,  and  this 
has  worked  reasonably  well.  The  Contractor  has  found  it 
necessary  to  make  increasing  use  of  the  sludge  beds  at  the 
larger  works,  and  this  has  tended  to  overload  the  capacity  for 
sludge  drying  at  these  works,  but  there  is  no  effective  alterna- 
tive at  the  present  time. 

Luring  August  work  started  on  the  provision  of  a new  sewer- 
age scheme  for  Paulton.  This  has  been  long  awaited  and  it  is  now 
hoped  that  within  two  or  three  years  public  health  and  housihg 
conditions  generally  in  this  parish  will  be  considerably  improved. 

Your  Officers  carried  out  house  to  house  surveys  during 
the  year  of  the  Bishop  Sutton  and  Chew  Magna  drainage  areas  to 
assist  in  the  preparation  of  the  proposed  sewerage  scheme  for 
these  parishes,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  go  through  with- 
out undue  delay. 

Serious  nuisances  continue  to  exist  in  the  parishes  of  High 
Littleton,  Chilcompton,  Barrington  Gurney,  Pensford,  the  Harp- 
trees  and  Chew  Stoke,  many  of  which  do  not  allow  of  a remedy 
other  than  the  provision  of  a main  sewerage  system. 


BUILDING  DEVELOPMENT 


During  the  year  31  new  council  houses  were  completed  and  57 
v/ere  in  course  of  erection,  whilst  3I  private  enterprise  houses 
were  completed  and  20  in  the  course  of  erection.  These  figures 
show  an  increase  on  1957. 

Considerable  repair  and  private  improvements  controlled  by 
building  byelaws  were  carried  out  and  all  such  works  were 
regularly  inspected,  a total  of  417  inspections  and  visits  being 
necessary,  an  increase  of  17^. 

The  following  figures  indicate  that  the  number  of  plans 
received  and  dealt  with  increased  considerably  during  the  year.

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HOUSING  ACT  1957  - UNFIT  HOUSES 


Action  under  the  above  Act  to  secure  the  closure  and 
demolition  of  properties  unfit  for  repair  at  a reasonable 
expense  was  mainly  confined  to  the  Stanton  Drew  and  Hi^  Little- 
ton parishes  where  new  council  houses  were  in  the  course  of 
erecti on. 


Progress  towards  re-housing  the  tenants  of  the  many  proper- 
ties included  in  confirmed  clearance^  areas  again  proceeded 
slowly,  but  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  completionof  the  Paulton 
Sewerage  Scheme  swift  progress  will  be  made  in  this  parish  where 
a large  number  of  these  properties  are  situated.  It  is  essential, 
in  my  opinion,  that  if  this  problem  is  to  be  solved  new  Council 
house  building  should  continue  to  be  largely  directed  to  provid- 
ing new  houses  for  the  people  concerned.

RCDENT  CCNTRCL  AND  VERMIN  INPESTATICN 


The  policy  of  parish  by  parish  survey  and  treatment  has 
continued  to  be  the  basis  for  rodent  control  v\^ithin  the  district, 
and  satisfactory  results  have  again  been  achieved. 


The  various  sev/age  works  and  refuse  tips  have  been  regularly 
surveyed  and  treated  as  in  previous  ye?rs  and  test  baiting  of  the 
public  sewers  v/as  carried  out  in  Parmborou^,  Timsbury,  and  Glutton. 
Some  sections  of  the  old  Timsbury  sewers  became  infested  regularly, 
but  not  to  a serious  degree.  Rat  proofing  in  the  case  of  these 
particular  lengths  is  not  possible  until  they  are  eventually 
relayed. 

Advice  and  practical  help  was  given  in  a few  cases  where 
vermin  other  than  rats  and  mice  were  reported,  but  apart  from 
fly  infestation  in  the  autumn  no  serious  cases  occurred.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

The  number  of  caravan  sites  remained  at  1 for  seasonal 
occupation  only  and  12  licences  were  in  force  for  single  move- 
able  dwellings.  13  inspections  of  sites  were  made  but  no 
nuisances  were  reported. 

Very  few  cases  of  unauthorised  camping  were  reported,  and 
generally  speaking  camping  control  within  the  area  presents 
little  or  no  problem. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  weekly  refuse-  collection  scheme  carried  out  by  contract 
with  the  British  Transport  Commission  continued  during  the  year 
and  in  April  some  200  properties,  previously  included  in  a fort- 
nightly collection  by  Shepton  Mallet  R.D.C.,  were  afforded  the 
weekly  collection  as  a result  of  the  boundary  changes  at  Chil- 
compton. 

Good  co-operation  is  received  from  the  British  Road  Services 
Manager  and  personnel,  and  complaints  are  relatively  few  in 
number. 

The  provision  of  appropriate  dustbin  receptacles  by  house- 
holders leaves  much  to  be  desired,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a distinct 
improvement  in  this  respect  will  soon  be  in  evidence. 

A further  20  litter  baskets  were  erected  within  the  district 
and  these  too  are  emptied  v/eekly. 

Refuse  disposal  continued  to  be  sited  at  the  Temple  Tip 
under  the  control  of  the  British  Transport  Commission,  and  un- 
fortunately complaints  were  received  alleging  nuisance  from 
smell  from  the  tip.  This  has  been  the  unavoidable  result  of  a 
fire  in  the  tip  v/hich  it  Vi/as  not  possible  to  put  out,  but  the 
available  space  for  tipping  is  now  limited  so  that  closure  in 
1959  is  very  likely. 


INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES 

Meat  inspection  duties  continued  to  take  up  almost  the  whole 
time  of  one  inspector,  and  although  the  following  food  premises 
v/ere  inspected  whenever  opportunity  allowed  it  was  again  not 
possible  to  institute  a systematic  and  regular  inspection.

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  was 
24,426,  a figure  very  much  the  same  as  in  1957. 

Control  over  the  hours  during  v/hich  a Meat  Inspector  is 
available  continued  to  operate,  and  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  that  the  system  has  continued  to  v;ork  well  in  that  over 
98^  of  all  animals  slaughtered  for  food  have  been  inspected 
v/ithin  the  district,  those  uninspected  being  largely  sheep. 

Our  inspection  records  indicate  that  the  control  of  slaughter- 
ing hours  by  the  Local  Authorities  would,  in  this  district, 
cause  little  or  no  inconvenience  to  the  various  butchers,  and 
v/ould  result  in  a 100%  inspection. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  a marked  drop  in  the 
number  of  animals  affected  with  tuberculosis.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  implementation  of  the  attested  herd  scheme  is  now 
shov/ing  positive  results.  Unfortunately  a further  increase  has 
again  to  be  recorded  in  the  number  of  animals  affected  with 
cysticercosis  and  although  the  percentage  is  still  very  small  it 
is  nevortheless  disturbing.
